Pleuro-Pneumonia., 

WASHINGTON, April 15,.—The commissioner 
ofeericuliure has issued anew set of rules 
goverindpg the operations of the department in 
the suppiescion and exterpation of plearo-pneu- 
moria aid viber infectious diseases, The chief 
of the buresu of animal industry may causo 
exposed aninats to be slaughtered whenever it 
is ceemcd necessary to prevent a spread of the 
disease from oue state or territory to another. 
Provision is made for the appraisal of and pay- 
ment for slaugttered animals. Whenever it is 
deemed necessary by the chief of the bureau 
torupelrvise and inspect any lines of transpor- 
tation doing busivessin more than one state 
end boats, carsand stockyards, in connection 
therewith, he is rcquired to designate saitable 
mepectors sud make‘ail necessary regulations 
for the quarantine and disinfection of sach 
boats, cars and stock yards as are saspected of 
being aflected with the disease. Should it be 
found impossible to enforce rales in any state, 
ithe commissioner, if he thinks the exigency 
requires it, will declare the sfatein quarantine, 
and any person removing atimals therefrom, 
except upon a certificate of the inspector of tie 
bureau, will be prosecuted.

A WIFE MURDERER EXECUTED IN 
ST. LOUIS. 


He Stards on a Cracker Box in Order to Havea 
Good Fali- Ben Brown Pays the Penalty for 
the Murder of Prank Arnold Near Nash- 
ville- A Wife Murderer’s Suicide. 


St. Lovis, April 15.—Daniel Jewell, wife 
murderer, expiated his crime in the jail yard 
at 6:30 this morning, the execution being al- 
most private. Only about thirty-five or forty 
persons were present. Thescene on the scaf- 
fold was short. An old cracker box had been 
placed on the trap, in order to give the poor 
wretch a greater fall. He mounted this, and 
his legs were pinioned by Deputy Sheriff Ran- 
nan. Deputy Fostin put a black cap over his 
head, and Bob Humphreys adjusted the rope. 
The .cléats were pushed aside by Daputies 
Gardner and Guilison. Deputy Sheehan cat 
the rope; the trap fell; a few struggles, and 
Jewell was dead. 


HE PROTEST&D HIS INNOCENCE, 


But Was Swung Into Eternity All the Same 
for Murder. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 15.—Ben Brown 
was banged at 11:17 o’clock this morning, for 
the muider of Frank Arnold. He died pro- 
testing his innocence. Both were colored 
farmers and neighbors, living six miles from 
the gity. Arnold disappeared suddenly and 
bis body was found dismembered and burne‘. 
Ben Brown had a brother Bill, an ex-convict. 
He was suspected and the Browns, Nelson Jos- 
Iyu, Foster Joslyn, Simon Fox, and Robert 
Maclin, were arrested. Bill Brown turned 
state’s evidence and told the story of the crime, 
Simon Fox died this week fh the penitentiary, 
where Maclin now is, and the others are still 
in jail, awaiting trial, 

‘There was much about the hanging calculat: 
ed 10 make the average observer doubt Ban’s 
enilt, not his protestations of innocence, but 
other circumstances. Bill Brown, his brother, 
who turned state’s evidences, and whose testi- 
mony convicted Ben,is believed to have at 
least bad @ more prominent part in the mur- 
der than Ben, and his conduct today strength- 
cned that belief. He refused to see the execu- 
tion, and wss very nervous as he stood out of 
sight of the scaffold in the jail door. He told 
Mr. Ben Beasley, who it will be remembered 
errested Ben Brown, that be wonid like to 
make a statement if the sheriff would allow it. 
This was while Ben Brown was saying on the 
ceaffold that be, Bill Brown, had lied. Bill 
caid to Mr. Beasley: 

Shp will be in hell as soon as the drop 
"9 g,’? 

After the hanging, Bill was asked what was 
thestatement he desired to make. Bill said 
that Ben had not told the truth; that he coald 
only haveasked hima few questions. It is believ- 
ced, however, that he at least momentarily en- 
textained the idea of confessing and saving his 
brother. However, he checked himself and 
did not speak. 

Services were held in the cell of the c¢9a- 
demned this morning and the sacrament 
administered. Brown’s family then visited 
him. Before 10 several hundred people were 
standing around the jail, and as the hour of 


execution approached the number crew. Tha 
rtalé law requires exccutions to be private, so 


thatonly reporters and a few others desiguated 
by law were preeent. Brown walked tp the 
steps of the scaffold witha pretty firm step, 
and took his seat beside Mr. Mason. The con- 
demned man being asked if hehad anything 
tosay, stocd in the center of the platform upon 
the trap, and in a tolerably firm voice said : 

“They have gobbled me up by false swearing. 
My Ged knows it. Bill lied and knows he 
licd, bunt I] have prayed my Fatherin beavea 
that he may bless his soul and make such a 
man of him that he may tellthe truth when 
heise in court next.time. I consider this(looking 
about at the scaffold) only a depot. [am here to 
get a ticket which wilitake me without delay 
to heaven. God bless you and farewell. Mcet me 
in heaven. Heaven is my hope and trast, and 
God is my Father.” 

Rev. Lulas Mason then rose and asked: 

“Did ycu have anything to do with the mur- 
der?” 

brown answered: 

“Thad no concern with Frank Arnold’s 
murder,” adding immediately afcer, ‘ except I 
wept to say that Frank left on Monday and I 
saw bim en Tuesday. On Friday Bill said he 
Lad knocked hell out of him.” 

At 11;17 the rope springing, the trap was cut 
by Deputy Sheriff Chickering, and the body 
dropped quickly downward. Aft first the 


é 


| struggles were tot violent, but after a few 


secourds Brown began drawirg up his legs and 
twisting about, showing that his neck had not 
been broken by the fall. After a slight 
lessening of the struggles, they 
were again renewed, and it was 
over five minutes bifore the motion ceased. 
At seven minutes after the drop, the pulse was 
etill beating at ninety beats per minute, but ir- 
seguiar. Atthe end of fifteen minutes, he, was 
ceclared dead and intwenly-three minutes the 
body was cut down and taken to Comb’s under- 
taking establishment. 

There was a great curiosity tosee him and 
several thousand peop!e went. Some ove con- 
nected with the house laid the emaciated body 
of a pauper who had died at thecounty asylum, 
and bunareds of people looked at it and criticised 
it as being Brown, until the sheriff heard of 
the matter, and raired a row and ordered the 
original Ben Brown brought out. 

Bill Biewn is still to -be called as witness in 
the cases against Nelson and Foster, accomplices 
in the crime,and many think he will weaken and 
confess his own part in the murder when 
brcught in court again.

Major Saunderson Charges that Healy and Sexton sre 
Associates of Murderers-Mr. Healy Calls Hin 
a Liar and is Named—Mr Sexton Uses 
Strong Language — Other News. 


Loxpon, April] 15.—Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt. resuming debate on the coercion bill 
in the house of commons, twitted Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill and Mr. Chamberlain with 
having secretiy consulted with Mr. Parnell 
seeking to make an alliance with him for their 
own purposes. The spirit in which the gov- 
ernment would administer the coercion act, if 
it were passed, was sufficiently shown in the 
appointment of Colonel King Herman to parlia- 
ment, under Irish protest, for Ireland. The 
bill would fail to suppress the Irish National 
league, because the people of Ireland believed 
in the league and trusted in it. The effect of 
the enforcement of the bill wouid be to make 
the government more detested and the league 
more popular than ever. Asto the tory and 
liberal union taunts about Americana gold fos- 
tering Irish discontent, Sir William said: 

‘J here are none who have less reason to com- 
plain of American gold than Irish landlords, 
for none get more of it. They get it through 
their poor tepant’s rents. 

If the government earnestly desired to main- 
tain the union, let them abandon the policy of 
exasperating the liish people and adopt a pol- 
icy of justice aud conciliation. [Cheers.] 

Major Saunderson, conservative, said the 
national league was supported mainly by 
criminals, @ynamiters and murderers across 
the Atlantic. He did not charge the gentle- 
men opposite with imbruing their hands in 
blood, but he did charge them with associating 
with men whom they knew to be murderers.

THE TREATY OF 1818. 


Discussion of the Fisheries Question in the 
Canadian Parliament. 

OTTAWA, Ont., April 15.--In the house of 
commons this afternoon Dr. Weldon, member 
for Albert, N. B., and lately professor of con- 
stitutional law at Dalhousie college, spoke on 
the fisheries. He said it was quite satisfactory 
tolearn thatthe resources of diplomacy had 
not yet been exhausted in regard to this ques- 
tion. Whatever Canada’s rights were on this 
question, they rested on the treaty of London 
of 1818. They were not determined by 
any earlier treaty. They were notdetermined 
by any rule of public law and if the treaty 
was clear, Canada’s rights and duty were clear. 
The terms of the treaty were clear, and when 
the dominion said: “We rest on our simple 
rights under that treaty,” it was not fair for 
the people of the United States to say: “Oh! 
ob! Bat we are sixty millions of people.” He 
charged, amid applause, that the Americans 
have been narrow in their constructions of 
the Washington treaty. In connection with 
the recent dispute there had been no desire on 
the part of Canada to harass American fisher- 
men, Yet when Canada came to examine 
the treaty and noticed the clearness of its pro- 
visions, they were bound to remember, that 
although the 60,000,000 to the south were con- 
ecious of their strength, five millions of Caus 
dians, to the north, were conscious of ther 
rights. [Applause.] Canadians and Americans 
were the children of two great historic races in 
the old world,who were not accustomed to abate 
ove jot or tittle of their rights. [Applause.] 
The hopes of Canadathat a satisfactory ar- 
rangement would be arrived at, res not 
aloxe on her rights; not alone on the military 
strength of the empire, of which she formed a 
part; butlargely on the stroug common sense 
and fair mindedness of the great body of-the 
American people. When Americans studied 
the question in a fair-minded spirit, they 
must agree that Canada was in the right, 
[| Applause. | 

Mr. Blake, leader of the opposition, said he 
egreed largely with the views expressed by 
Dr. Weldon. 

Sir John Macdonald eaid be could only re- 
iterate the hope that an arrangemeut, honora- 
ble to both sides, would be reached. 


EMIN BEY AND THE KING. 


Emin Refused Permission to Pass Through 
to Zauzibar. 

ZANZIBAR, April 15 —A Somali trader from 
the Uganda country arrived here bearing ad- 
vices from Emin Bey. . He was an established 
trader at Wadelai Noth, Albert Nicanzs. He 
asked Mwanga, king of Uganda to receive him. 
King, said he, would willingly receive him if 
he came without fellowers. Emin Bey there- 
upon went to King Mwanga, accompanied by 
Dr. Vita and three Greeks. Heand his com- 
panions remained with the king seventeen 
days. Emin asked the king for permission to 
pass through his way towards Zanzi- 
bar. The king, upon hearing 
this request, ordered the visitors to return the 
way they came and declared he would have 
nothing more to do with Europeans, King 
Mwanga is a youth, cighteen years of age, 
only. Hehas a thousand wives. Sometimes 
be weargsa Turkish and at other times an Arab 
costume and ofte® reverts to native simplicity 
in the matter of dress.

ing to pay $5,800 for the materials and work, 
$1,000 of which was to be paid when the 
walls were completed and the _ balance 
when the building was finished, and the build- 
ers were to receive twelve per cent on all de- 
layed payments. After the work was comple- 
ted, on July 3, 1876, the ordinary ordered the 
treasurer of the board of commissioners to pay 
to the contractors the amount due 
them, with twelve per cent  inter- 
est from December 25, 1875. Various amounts 
were paid on the orders so issued, and some of 
them were transferred by assignment. Upon 
application by the holders for a settlement, 
and under the recomendation of the grand ju- 
ry, a tax was levied and collected and went 
into the bands of the treasurer for the purpose 
of paying this and other debits. Oa May 
15, iss6, the ordinarg endorsed on 
each of the orders the amount found to be due, 
audited and allowed, and directed the treas- 
urer to pay them out of the fund in his hands 
raised by taxation. The treasurer refused to 
make payment, and a mandamus nisi was 
issued against him: 

Held that, unless the treasurer, who was the 
executive officer of the ordinary, could show 
that the order on him was fraudulent or that 
a mistake existed as the amount found to be 
dune, he could not go behind the judgment of 
the oidinary, acting as county commissioner, 
directing the payment of the sum, and set up 
want of authority in the commissioners 
to agree to pay twelve per cent on delayed 
payments or that the debts were barred when 
audited. Inthe absence of any evidence of 
fraud or mistake as to the amount found due, 
the mandamus was properly made absolute.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. A municipal corporation 
can make a cash contract for current supplies, 
such as lamps and gasoline for lighting the 
streets, through its appropriate oflicers or com- 
mittees, as effectually as by formal order or 
resolution entered on its minutes. 

2, Such a contract, if not authorized or con- 
firmed in the mode commonly practiced, may 
become obligatory by implied ratification, as 
by taking the fruits of the contract and enjoy- 
ing them for a considerable time without no- 
tice of objections. 
3. The facts of this case, taken most strongly 
in favor of the prevailing party, as they must | 
be after verdict, do not show any purpose or 
intention to create a a debt. The debt resulted 
from a breach of the contract, not from the 
making of it. Against paying a debt so origi- 
nating, there is no constitutional impediment. 
4, That the book of minutes of the 
corporation was excluded as evidence will not 
warrant a new trial, the facts which they were 
oflered to prove having been established by 
other testimony. 

5. That on polling the jury some of them, 
after answering that the verdict was their 
verdict, added that they hesitated to agree 
to it, and had given their assent reluc- 
tantly and with doubt, will not vitiate the 
fiuding.

True Reform. 

In a recent editorial on the disposition of 
federal patronage, the New York Times un- 
intentionally exposes the weakness of its 
own Cherished civil service theories, ‘The 
Times appeals to the president to remove all 
ineflicient and intractable officials. It then 
makes a plea for non-partisan appointments, 
But the case it makes is entirely given away 
in its statement that it is a source of mis- 
chief to the public welfare that there should 
be continued in the public service persons 
hostile to the administration, ‘‘opposed to 
its purposes of reform and to the principles 
upon which it rests.’ A better argument 
against the civil service ideas of the Times 
could not be framed than that which it has 
thus uttered. If it is wrong to have in office 
persons who are hostile to the policy of the 
administration, it is also wrong, though in 
a less degree, to retain those who are utter- 
ly indifferent to that policy. This adminis- 
tration is democratic. It was brought into 
existence by the popular desire that the gov- 
ernment should be reformed and controlled 
by the democratic party. The administra- 
tion needs all the honest, earnest democrat- 
ic officials it can place into office. 

There are certain restrictions imposed by 
the civil service law as it now stands which 
the president is bound to respect. He has 
obeyed the law, as he should have done. 
But the people of neither party in this 
country believe in non-partisan appoint- 
menfs. 

The civil service law was never popular 
and never will be. ‘The Times would go 
further even than this law goes, and would 
establish a general practice of non-partisan 
appointments for all offices. There is no 
dapyer that such :esthetic polities will ever 
prevail in this country. The most honest 
political philosophy we know of is one 
which draws square issues, fizhts open bat- 
tles, and pledges parties to stand or fail on 
the records they make in administra- 
tions which are controlled by their friends 
and adherents.

general hurly burly of lime and whitewash 
and carbolic acid. Board of health picnics 
are now in order, and if any able citizen de- 
sires to be heard on the question of quaran- 
tine regulations, the opportunity is tempf- 
ing. 

There is nothing gloomy in the outlook. 
If we do not invite pestilence, the probabil- 
ty is that it will pass us by. 


Helping the Party. 

There is considerable significance in at 
least three recent elections. Rhode Island 
has elected a democratic governor and legis- 
lature, and Cincinnati and Chicago have 
elected republicans to administer their af- 
fairs. 

In Rhode Island the honest republicans 
joined with the democrats in administering 
a deserved rebuke to party corruption. The 
republican bosses of Ithode Island have been 
for years the most notorious corruptionists 
in the country, and they persisted in their 
course until the honest republicans were 
compelled to administer the most crushing 
rebuke. 

In Cincinnati and Chicago the honest dem- 
ocrats joined with the republicans in secur- 
ing city governments that will inaugurate 
such administrative reforms as will promote 
the best interests of the people. Partica- 
larly will this be the case in Chicago, where 
Carter Harrisonism, so to speak, had come 
to be regarded as democracy. The demo- 
crats of that city never did abetter day’s 
work in their lives than when they showed 
their independence of this humbug and 
their abhorrence of his dirty methods. 

They have not hurt, but helped, the dem- 
ocratic party, and this fact will make itself 
apparent in due time.

BLATT’S CANNON BALL FEAT. 


An Astonishing Performance by an Athlete 
on a Roof,

C. P. Blatt, at the Police Gazette oilice yes- 
terday, raised the 250-pound dumb-bell three 
times, afeat heretofore only performed by the 
‘“Jap.’’

yield 20,000 nuts, it will bring in anincome of $1,000 
ayear, There have been many cocoanut groves 
planted within the last two or three years in south 
Florida. Mr. Field, of Middletown, N. J., has 
about 330,00 trees. They are planted twenty feet 
apart each way on a strip of landin Dade county, 
nesr the Atlantic ocean. Mr. Field thinks that 
the ground along the ocean is the best for the 
cocoanut, 

In Monroe county there are also some groves, 
and at Charlotte Harbor, on the Gulf of Mexico, 
there are trees which produce £00 and more nuts 
apiece annually. There are 325,000 trees now in 
Monroe county, of which 50,000 were set out last 
year. Florida grew about 109,000 dozen pineapples 
last year, and the day may come when it will sup- 
ply to the United States the most of its tropical 
fruits. General Grant said that Florida was capa- 
ble of supplying the tropical fruits now used in the 
United States and all of the £100,000,000 worth of 
sugar now imported, and in his opinion it afforded 
the best opening in the world for young men of 
emall means and great industry. I think this is 
true to a certain extent. But the pioneer needs 
more capital to begin his life here than in the 
western states. Orange growing and cocoanut 
growing require time befcre they begin to yield a 
profit, but when the profit does come it amply 
compensates the few years of waiting.

A bookish people do not make great books. 
The Germans are, we suppose, the most bookish 
people in the world, and though they make mag- 


| nificent encyclopedias, the most learned-of dis- 


qmisitions and scientific treatises beyond all praise; 
though they edit classics as few but German 
scholars ever edited them: though they master the 
principle of comparative grammar and exhaust the 
views which can be taken on the philosophy of 
history and treat ‘“‘the categories’ of all things 
nameable with a thoroughness that both bewilders 
and enraptures less masterly logicians; yet you 
certainly can not say that tbey have a literature to 
compare with the English.

Report of Colone! E. T. Shubrick, the Assist- 
ant PrincipaljKeeper, 

Colonel E, T., Shubrick, assistant principal 
keeper of the penitentiary, filed with the gov- 
ernor yesterday his report for the month of 
March, showing the condition of the convicts 
as to health in the several camps. He says: 

In submitting this,my report of inspection of con- 
yicts for the mouth of March,it being the last 
month of the quarter, I shall give in detail the

sickness, Onthe Atlanta and Hawkinsvile rail- 
road are 118 convicts—none sick, At Cedartown 
77, With three chronic cases. At Dade 
mines 409 convicts, five acute cases, 
chronic and three casualty 
cases. At Rising Fawn, 70, with three cases o 
aciite Sickness. Onthe Macon and Athens rail- 
road, 67 convicts, with five men ou the sick roll. 
Ou the Augusta and Chattanooga railroad I found 
78 convicts, with one sick, At Oglethorpe camp 
are $2, with twoacute and two chronic cases, At 
Oldtown, 31, with no sick. At Gresgéon, 56, and no 
sick. At the seyeral camps along the line of the 
Georgia Midiand railroad I found a total cf 332 
convicts, with only three cases of sickness, After 
my visit to Oldtown eleven of the convicts then 
there were removed to the Georgia Midiaud rail- 
road, and thus are counted twice. The {total num. 
ber in the several camps at the time of my 
visits was 1.558, with a total of twenty 
ore ecute and fourteca chronic Cases 
of sickness which is less than one anda half per 
cent of acute and one per cent of chronic cases. 
The above shows that the general healthof the 
conyic's continues very good. Iregret to have to 
report that at Camps Cedartown and Oglethorpe 
the regulations as to fresh meat and vegetables had 
been Gisregarded for two or three weeks.

Jt is supposed, however, that the olject of the 
visit to Atlanta was to demand of the state of 
Georgia a satiffactory arrangement about the 
kidxapping of Blackwood from South Car- 
colina. From what can be learned here of the 
affair, itis evident the authorities of South 
Carolina are taking steps to preserve the liber- 
ties of her citizens and vindicate her laws. 
The cate is exciting considerable interest here, 
and it is quite probable thatit will develop into

PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—The executive

AN INTERSTATE CONVENTION DE- 
TERMINED UPON, 
\ TN, 

As a Result of the Preliminary Conference Held in 
Atianta Yesterday-The Third Tuesday in Au- 
gust Fixed Upon as the Date for Holding 
it—Ten Cotton States to Participate 


ee 

The preliminary conference suggested by 
Hon, J. T. Henderson, commissioner of agri- 
culture, some two weeks ago, to consider the 
expediency of inaugurating an interstate con- 
vention of representative agricaltarists from 
the cotton states, met at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning in the senate chamber, in this city, 
The attendance was such as to be extremely 
gratifying to those interested in the movement. 
Among those present were:

Cobb, of Sumter; | ee 
Brown, of Pulaski; A. C. Greer, of Bibb; J. O. Wad- 
dell, of Polk; L. F, Livingston, of Newton; J. B. 
Jones, of Burke; Primus W. Jones, of Baker; T. J.

Stewert, of henry: J. Y. Carmichacl, of Coweta, 
G, W. Benson, of Lobb; R. W. Everett, of Polk: C, 
H. Smith and I. O. McDaniel, of Bartow. 

Commissioner Henderson called the meeting 
to order, and upon motion of Colonel John O. 
Waddell, of Volk connty,. Governer John B. 
Gordon was elected president. On taking the 
chair Governor Gordon, in a few words, ex- 
pressed his high sense of the honor conferred 
npen him, and extended a hearty welcome to 
the members present. 

On motion of Hon. D. B. Harrell, of Webster, 
Hon, A. P. Batler, commissionor of agricaltare 
of South Carolina, and Colonel D. P. Dancan 
and J. M. Wofford, of Spartanburg, S. C., who 
were present, were invited to participate in the 
preceecings of the conference. 

Commussioner Henderson being called on to 
state the objects for which the coufereuce was 
cailed together, said: 

Gentlemen of the Preliminary Conference: Yon 
are here in response to an invitation which I had 
the honor to send out a shorttime since. requesting 
an expression of opinion in regard to the expedi- 
ency of holding an interstate convention during 
the coming summer to cousider the condition and 
wants of our agricultural interests; to inguire what 
legisiation, state or national, is needed, and gen- 
erally to inaugurate such measures as may be 
deemed expedient and calculated to advance the 
farmers’ interests and promote the general pros- 
perity of the several states that may be rcpre- 
rented. : : 

In reply to that inquiry there was an almost 
unanimous expression of opinion in favor of call- 
ing such a couvention, and also in favor of a pre- 
liminary conference to consider the time and place 
of its assembling and other matters of detail con- 
nected therewith. 

Tbe duty now devolying upon you is a thorongh 
discussion, first, as to the neces-ity for such a con- 
yention.. If you sha)l determine. that it is expedi- 
ent to invite such an assem lage of representative 
men, you will then proceed to Getermine the best 
time and place for holding the convention. It 
would be proper, also, to indicate the extent and 
basis of representation, and such details of prep- 
aration asin your judgment will be calculated to 
secpre proper attendance, and a successful and 
profitable convention. : 

In view ot the stringency of the times I would 
suggest the feasibility of an encampment, as less 
expensive than hotel accommodation, and affording 
the delegaies more ease and less distracting con- 
sumption of their valuable time, which should be 
devoted to the discussion of the matters which will 
come before them. cd 

It is pot necessary for me to discuss, at this time, 
the cendition ofour agriculture, It will be ad 
mitted by all that our farmers, as aclass, are not 
in: a proeperous condition; tlat they are not reap- 
ing such a reward for their labors and sacrifices as 
the fundamental importance of their calling would 
seem to justify; that they do not receive an equita- 
bie share inthe division of the ageregate annual 
increase of wealth and comforts. Itis not for me 
to discuis the truth o1 propositions that go without 
saying. nor to attempt toapportion the blame for 
this condition of thipgs where it properly belongs. 
These belong to the qyestions that will come be- 
fore the interstate convention which you will 
doubtless, in your wisdom, see proper to inaugu- 
late, 

Hon. Primus W. Jones, of Baker, moved 
that it was the sense of the conference that an 
interstate convention be called, and the mo- 
tion prevailed unanimously. 

Remarks were made by several gentlemen 
setting forth their views as to the object and 
character of the convention, its composition, 
etc., after which a resolution was offered by 
Judge Harrell as covering the ground. Several 
amend menis were suggested and adopted, after 
which the perfected resolution was adopted as 
follows: 


North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Fiorida, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas 
and Arkapsas be called to meetin the city of At- 
lanta,| Ga., on the léth Cay of August next, to con- 
sider matters affecting their interests: and thatthe 
sta'es named be invited to participate in said con- 
vention by delegates to be appointed bythe gov- 
ernorsand commissioners of agricultureof each 
ftate, one delegate from eachof the countiesin 
raid states, “ 

On invitation of the conference, Colonel D. 
P. Dancan, of South Carolina, addressed the 
conference, giving the outline and general fea- 
tures of a propored agricultural encampment, 
to be permanently located at Spartanburg, S. 
C. The conference listened with attention, 
and before the ac journment the following res- 
clution offered by Hon. L F. Livingston, was 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That this conference greets with 
pleasure the gentlemen present from our sister 
state, and hereby expresses its hearty sympathy 
with the proposed agricultural encampment. 

A resointion, offered by Colonel Samue! Bar- 
nett, of Wilkes, after considerable discussion 
and amendment, was finally adopted as follows: 

Resolyed, That a committee to consist of one 
member from cach of the states namedin the 
resolution already adopted be appointed by the 
president of this conference, after consultation 
with the governors ofeach of said states, whose 
Cuty itshall beto prepareathorovgh and well- 
considered report upon the condition of agricul- 
tweinthe cotton states, the causes of the present 
depression, and the remedies, witha proper pro- 
praipme asa guide tothe more satisfactory delib- 
eratious cf the jsaid interstate convention. 

On motion of Captain John A. Cobb, the 
president of the conference was authorized to 


the president shall be the chairman, and the 
commissioner of agriculutre and the president 
of the state agricultural society; two of 
the members, whose duty it shall be to con- 
duct such correspondence and make such ar-

“ROCKING” A. REVENUE: 


DEPUTY MARSHAL GRANT'S AD- 
VENTURE IN BRABEBERSHAM. 


He Eftecis the Arrest of Sing Meeks,a Moonshiner 
Vhoe Wife First Pelta Him With Stenes— 
Another Friesoner Comés to the Rescué — 
Other Revenue Matter# of Georgts. 


Tputy Marshsl Grant arrested A. E. Soeshse 
in Habersham county, on Thnrsday, of a 
bench Warrant, and yesterday morning started 
with his prisoner in a buggy for the station 
where they were to take the train for Atlanta, 
While thus driving along they came to tho 
house of 2 mat named Singleton Meeks, wlio 
has heen very much wanted by the revenue 
officers for several months past, but every at- 
tempt to arrest bim had failed. Meeks was 
ceiving a centence in the Fulton county jail at 
the time the epidemic broke out thore—about 
@ year ago—end was among those whose sen- 
tences were suspended by Judge McCay, upon 
condition that they return by July 10. Meeks 
failed to show up, .and a bench war- 
rapt wrs issied@ for him, but noe 
of the ofiicers bad suc-eeded in serving it. Ia 
the meantime evidence was secured showing 
ibet he had again engaged several times io 
the manufacture of blockade whisky, and 
three commissioners’. warrants we-re aiso 
issued for him. The oflicers frequently heard 
of him and occasionally he was seen by them, 
but he always managed to evade arrest, pub- 
licly boasting that no officer coald take him.

GOVERNOR PTLLOCK’S REMARKS. 

Governor Bullock said: 

Messrs. Commissioners: You will please accept 
my thanks for your kind invitation to appear be- 
fore yen this morning. I am not authorized to 
speak for any association or forany business ex- 
cept my own, which is thatof a manufacturer of 
courré Yarn cotton fabrics. I understand that the 
rates in force prior to April ist, south of the Po- 
temac and Ohio and east of the Mississippi rivers 
are to be regarded in force for nfnety days or uutil 
ihe further order of the interstate commission,and 
that the old ratesnorth of thuose limits 
are gradually being re,tored. This being true there 
is DOo¢cas om to take upyour vatdable time be- 
cause my business bad been adjustei to these 
retes, and my only ae 139 
yweuld be for a continuance of thse rates, 
notil by the light of a larger and wider experience 
we can see the way clear to enlarging our traific to 
the profit of both the carrice and the producer and 
thereby cheapen the product to the comsumer in 
more distant markets And these are questions 
which may be safely leftto the wisdom of gentle- 
men like yourselves, who, with the widest oop or- 
tunity for comparative information, apply contin 
uously your intelligent efforts tothe solution of 
r While I hope for reasonable and 
ligitimate profit in my own line of busiaess, I 
cheerfully concede a like measure of justice to tae 
capital legitimately invested in the carrying trade, 
acnd asour country has far outgrowa neighbor. 
heod consumption, the carrier finds his bese inter- 
est in such rates of freight as will give him the 

argest tonnage. 
. It is for tneae reasons that I rely with confidence 
upon your jadgment rather than upon any arga- 
ment that i might offer. 

I will, therefore, offer no argument, but confine 
mvself to an explanation of one oF two poinis to 
which my ettention has been catled. 

It has been urged upon you that because of near- 
ness to the raw material, cotton mills in the south 
had a large advantage over those in New England, 

If all other conditions were equal this might be 
true: Buta moment’s consideration wiil convince 
you that nearness toa teeming consuming popula- 
tien is more important to the manufacturer than 
his raw matérial. Again, everything except raw 
material is to onr disadvantage. Cost of machinery, 
miijl supplics, skilled labor, repairs of machinery 
renewals and interest on capital. It is hoped 
that at the end of another quarter of 
a century these conditions § may 
be modified by an increate in our population, the 
establisbment of machine shops and foundries, 
and technological schools, to furnish instruction 
for intelligent artisans. But until such change3 
come, our sectional location and nearness to the 
staple is more than overbalauced by the disad- 
vyaptsges to which I have referred. 

Another disadvantage to us is the ‘‘long haul’ 
to reach our largest consumer. Twenty years ago, 
wnen the output of the few water-power mills in 
this country was consumed at home, these ques- 
tions did not pressupon you for solution. But when 
rour wisdom in railroad management sought for 
@ means to overcome the cost ot hauling empty 
cars which come over your lines loaded onlyin one 
direction, you adopted the policy of makiag low 
rates of freight on coal for steam purposes aud low 
rates of freight on products manufactured in this 
country going east, north and west. 

At the beginning, you had only merchanise 
coming from the east, and meat and mules from 
the north and west, and raw cotton going east at 
certain seasons of the year. 

Now you have back freights in naval stores, lum- 
berand manufactured ariicles every dayin the 
year which, I have no doubt, your statistics show 
to bea steadily increasing traffic; and if not a 
ecurce of actual profit on the service performed, is 
a saving of losson an empty haul. 

Under this wise and far-seeing policy of yours, 
local eapital and foreign ornorthern Capital has 
been invested in new cotton mils through tae 
south. The schedule of rates and the general 
policy of the roadsto whichI have referred be- 
came an inducement—one of the conditions—so 
tospeak upon which that capital was invested, 
and we have anequitable claim upon the roads 
that this policyshall not be abandoned. Itis 
true that the mills are now built, and must ship 
their preduct. Buttitis also true thatif the poilcyis 
continued and broadened, more mills will be built 
and more traffic will becreated. Ifthe policy is 
abandoned the milis now. running will sink to the 
levelof the needs of local consumption. Inthe 
presence of gentlemen so thoroughly well informed 
upon these facts as yourselves, it seems almost a 
waste of your time to even to referto them. 

It has been said that the same classification 
should be applied to all ‘‘cotton goods,’’ whetaer 
going north or coming south.

our southern cloth millsis ‘domestics,” or w 
known to the trade as ‘'3-yard goods,” t 
yards of cloth weigh one pound. On 
cost of everything outside of raw material is from 
six to eight cents per pound, while on fine bleach- 
ed “‘cotton goods,’ noneof which are madein the 
south, the cost outside of raw material would be 
from 30 to 66 cents per pound; and yet we are 
grouped in the same classification under the pro- 
posed new raie. It is also an important fact in this 
consideration that New England, witb her cheap 
capital, diversified industries and skilled labor, 
can sO manipulate waste cotton and 
inferior raw material, as to make 
heavy 2oods that look as well asours and deliver 
them cheaper than we can now land our goods in 
New York or Chicago and Milwaukee. Chicago, 
Milwaukee ana St. Louis may be fairly taken as 
competitive distributing points for heavy ecottoa 
goods as between New England and the s)uth, and 
in adjusting those rates I have no dowb: you will 
give due weight to the value of goods classified, 
and the relative distances the goods are to be trans- 
ported. 
_ Another element in this question of rates which 
is Very Important to usis stability. It has become 
recessary in meeting the wants of trade to acceot 
erdersrupning for delivery through a seric3 of 
rionths. Wecan proicct ourselvéson such sates 
ainst the fluctuating value of raw material by 
ying the cotton at the time we make the sa'e of 
ods, or by purchasing cotton contracts for future 
livery. But we bave torely entirely upon the 
igment of railway management tor a econtinu- 
e of freight rates on our al and our goods 
do not wish you, gentlemen, to construe what I 
‘Ve Said as to comparative cost of cotton manu- 
.clturing north and south as evidencing any doubt 
a8 10 the superior natnral advantages which our 
section possesses; but only to point out the reasons 
which seem to sustain the wisdom of your present 
policy towards southern industries, aha to indi- 
cate the belief that if this policy is persisted in for 
another decade your return freights will be as full 
and as reguisrand as protitable as [ hop@ your 
inward freights have been and will continne tobe. 
MAJOR HANSON'S VIEWS 

Major Hanson followed, explaining that he hgd 
not time to prepare in writing what he desired “ta 
say but would snbmit all the facts pertinent to the 
argnment at a later day. The major made an 
elaborate and éloquent argument, showing forei- 
bly why the old rates and classification should be 
continned in foree until something more beneficial 
to southern industries could be devised. He an- 
alyzed the reluiive difference in costs between 
norih and sonth and showed conclusively that the 
five-eighths of acent per pound alvantaze that 
southern mills had over. eastern milla 
was more than overcome by the cent per pound 
sdvance paid in the northern markets for eastern 
yarns owing to their improved machinery and 
© her advantages, At the conelu-ion of Maior 
Eanson's speech the commissioners requested him 
to submit a written copy of his oral argument.
